Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claim 1 and its dependent claims have been amended to require that the buffer 
particles be spherical, and have a Young's modulus of between 50 urn and 300 urn. 
This amendment overcomes the rejections over Jacobs and Dodd in the office action 
mailed 10/26/07, as those references do not teach buffer particles meeting the Young's 
modulus limitation, and overcomes the rejection over Baum, as Baum does not teach a 
spherical buffer particle. There is no teaching or suggestion that would lead one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the Jacobs, Dodd, or Baum references in order to meet 
the limitations of amended claim 1 .
